Paris, Dec. 26, The discovery

20,000 rifles hidden at Krupp’s Ess* n 
Work* and 50,000 barrels for larg • 
mitrailleuses hidden in Berlin is the 
immediate cause of the Franco-Brit­ 
ish decision against calling military 
control of German

Eat goose a t New Y ear’s to begin 
the year right.

In France they have ju st 
proved 
this queer saying. 
By 
a 
national 
sentim ent, they 
adopted Turkey Day, last year. 
It is 
a French bird (they 
now claim ) 
in 
this sense, that the 
French 
turkey 
was not obtained from America, as 
gem rally supposed, but long before 
Columbus, it was eaten a t the French 
c o u rt! 
The Cologne district 
(which still 
lives on its tu rk ey s) had been draw ­ 
ing patriotic sightseers to its turkey 
fair of Ferte-Saint-A ubin, on Decem­ 
ber 8. 
This date has been made Turkey 
Day. 
The occasion was the publication 
by the official Academy of Insriptions 
and B elles-lettres that, in reently ex ­ 
amined accounts of the 
court 
of 
Ohavles VIII, of the year 1843, 
the 
price of a numl>er 
of 
pouules dinde 
for a gala dinner figure 
plainly— 
“dinde” In-ing still the nam e given to 
a tu rk ey in France. 
All this was far from the previous 
opinion of naturalists that the tu r ­ 
key originated in America, the most 
gorg< d u s type lieing still found 
in 
Honduras, where their rich plumage 
has “eyes'* on the wings alm ost ri­ 
valing those of the |>eacock! 
The 
French now claim 
th at tu r ­ 
keys came to France fro mlndia as 
the nam e indicates— poule d ’lrwle, or 
‘Madia H en”— at such a rem ote date 
that the Black 
turkey 
of 
Cologne 
evolved as the exclusive French va­ 
riety, tim e out of mind. 
The Germans, too, 
have 
alway 
called the turkey the 
Kalekuttisch 
H ‘4B, supposed to be derived 
from 
Calicut, on the M alabar coast of In­ 
dia. 
It agrees with the French claim 
for turkey. 
So from national sentim ent, French j 
Turkey Day i- December 8, date of j 
the immemorial tu rk ey fair, down in 
the ancient Colonge province. 
It is a strong sentim ent. 
Think. 
Turkey Day! 
And yet— 
Goose has no day. 
And yet goose wins! 
Th< re is nr Goose Day. 
Yet, when the C hristm as holidays 
arrive all France is eating gooso with 
ceremonial solemnity, by gostronom - 
ical tradition. 
H ere is mystery. 
Because, when America created A p­ 
ple Day, they knew why they < id it

sturdy m asses, 
who 
seldom call a 
doctor yet live under handicaps th a t 
would drag down Americans, stick to 
the w inter goose as panaea. 
It if a legacy of antique experience. 
So, if you’re not above 
learning 
som ething new from wisdom so old 
th a t it is nearly -fo rg o tten , buy your 
girl a goose. Take her to the re sta u ­ 
rant and feed her roast goose. 
Put 
some goose grease in her soup, before 
she goes skating. 
Anoint her nose 
with the same.

tea order her a slie of foie-gras.

shall she grow in beauty and strength 
and never sniffle.

But, pesuliar fuel. 
There is no clog­ 
ging ash— real uric acid and sclerotic 
train. 
And No. 3 i- more m ysterious! 
In analogy with certain vegetable el- 
ments whose astonishing effects are 
only («ginning 
to be known, goose 
,-eems to “ unlock” secretions of deep 
and sluggish glands, “as with a key 
— th at is, thi* q u an tity required 
is 
strangely small com pared with the 
results obtained. 
It is not mere nu­ 
trition. 
Halp p easant France eats g o o s e , al 
winter. 
They are the country people from 
Strasbourg to Grenoble; all of A u­ 
vergne and all the Bourbon district 
al! the Pyrenees, and, in between, S a­ 
voy ami D auphiny; and only less so 
the A tlantic coast deep inland, eat 
goose confit— canned goose—as staple 
winter m eat! 
They kill g reat quantities in au- 
tumun. They sell 
the down for quilt­ 
ings and fine pillows; sell the feath ­ 
ers for pillows and feather-beds; sell 
the livers for 
foie-grass; 
sell 
the 
breasts for sm oking; and they 
pot 
down the rem ainder of the m eat as 
confit. 
The confit 
is made by cutting the 


meat from the carcass, half cooking

A dune is a hill or ridge of sand 
which has been piled up by the wind.

Into countless forms and shapes 
hills, 
mounds, peaks, domes and ridges in 
wave-like array 
some approximately 
200 feet high.

Sometimes 
charges occur with surprising rapidity 
and s o m e tim es with dogged slowness. 
There are two kinds of dunes -live 
and dead. 
Live dunes travel, dead 
dunes are motionless, although their 
shape may change. 
Live dunes overtake and sometimes 
completely cover up trees, buildings 
and other objects which are In their 
path—the sand-submerged object com­ 
ing out from under the other side of 
the dime as It moves on. D ead dunes 
usually become such because of a foil 
age growth which binds the sand and 
prevents 
disturbance.

produces a paradoxical situation in 
that flic dead dunes 
are

which the foliage flourishes, whereas 
the live dunes are devoid of plant life. 
This "dune" region is rich in Indian 
lore.

rounds, fortune tellers’ booths,

are 
seeking

American capital in the enterprise. 
It is hardly known yet in America, 
outside of international business cir­ 
cles, but already a tremendous pro­ 
test has been lanch«*«l by the Chris­ 
tian churches 
of 
Armenia against 
what the\ r«*gar«i as a terrible dese­ 
cration. 
To them Mount Aarat is the holiest 
sp«»t in the wot Id. 
They venerate it 
more than any sjmt in the Holy Land 
proper, more than Mount Sinai, Cal­ 
vary or the H«*ly Sepulcher— and for 
an 
extremely 
interesting 
reason, 
which is connect«*«! 
only 
indirectly 
with the landing of the ark there. 
Mount Ararat 
lies 
in Armenian 
Turkey about SiH) miles east of Con­ 
stantinople, and

same distance

between 
Turkey, IVrsia ami the Russian Cau­ 
casus.

U rbana, 111., I)«*cember 24.—«Severe 
measur«*' 
to 
check 
the m ysterious 
poultry disease which has developed 
in this section of the country 
and 
has resulted 
in em bargoes 
against 
live chickens from Illinois and su r­ 
rounding state-, are recommended by 
Dr. 1. B. Houghton, acting chief 
of 
the anim al pathology and hygiene di­ 
vision of the College of A griculture, 
University of Illinois. 
Sick chickens showing signs of the 
disease should lx* killed and burned 
along with 
those th a t already have 
died, 
Broughton 
recommends. 
Fol­ 
lowing this the pens, houses and lots 
should be disinfected thoroughly and 
faulty house conditions corrected 
so 
that 
the 
ehikens 
will be proteted 
j from d rafts and cold, dam p floors, he 
said. 
Grain rations should be reduc­ 
ed annd laxative feeds substitute«!. 
Use of medicine and the treatm ent 
of individual fowls have »little, if any, 
value 
as 
a m eans of eh«*cking the 
disease, h«* said. 
Sanitation, proper 
housing and the rig h t kind of feed­ 
ing are at present th«* only hopes of 
getting the sickness under control.
